makes the teeth less susceptible 
to acids pro duced by the actio n 
o f the germs which are always 
present In the mo uth.

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THE KIGHT TO SPEAK 


SHARP controversy has resulted from a 
recent speech by Defense Secretary Louis 
Johnson, because of belligerent remarks 
directed at Russia. It has been pointed out 
that the speech would not be of great help 
in straightening out our tangled and ex- 
plosivejrelations with Russia. 
Defenders 
sud Johnson’s statements have nothing to 
do with' foreign policy, and anyway Amer­ 
ica is a land of free speech and Johnson 
has a right to say what he likes. That lat­ 
ter argument deserves consideration, for it 
represents a frequently stated idea. 
What is our Freedom of Speech0 Is it the 
right of anyone to say anything at any 
time? Of course it is not. 
Everyone 
is 
subject to many curbs on his tongue every 
day. The Freedom of Speech does not give 
an individual the right to rise in church at 
mid-point in the Sunday morning 
service 
and deliver from his pew an oration on the 
rules of canasta. As far as the Constitution 
is concerned he can do it, but it just isn t 
done. 
It is inescapable that the utterances of a 
cabinet officer, or one 
in similar high 
place, become part of national policy on the 
subject discussed, whether or not it is with­ 
in the official field of the speaker. Govern­ 
ment itself cannot be a hodge-podge of 
bureaus and departments operated accord­ 
ing to the individual ideas of their heads. 
Neither can government policy be an acci­ 
dental assortment of the ideas of individual 
officials. Policy must be set intelligently; 
individuals in the government who disagree 
can try to change that policy through prop­ 
er channels, but must nevertheless sup­ 
port it. Cabinet officers may technically 
have “freedom” to make speeches which 
differ significantly from government poli­ 
cy but they violate principles of wisdom 
and sportsmanship and they offend public 
opinion when they do so. 


LONG SERVICE 


CONGRESSMAN Robert L. Doughton of 
North Carolina may be shooting at a rec­ 
ord. He is 86 years old and in his fortieth 
consecutive year in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. and he is running for still anoth­ 
er term. 
The record he is threatening is that held 
by former Congressman Joseph G. Cannon 
of Illinois. “ Uncle Joe” served with two in­ 
terruptions from 1873 to 1923, retiring at 87. 
This included eight y e a r s as speaker, a po­ 
sition which Doughton has not held, but one 
cannot have everything. Even if he falls 
short of t'afinon’s 46 years, his terms have 
been consecutive, whereas Cannon suffer­ 
ed two defeats. 


A reader writes: 
“ You are so ill informed on the subject 
that you had better do some investigation 
on what goes on every minute of the day in 
every hospital in our land.” 
The implication in this letter is that many 
more doctors than we know kill their pa­ 
tients and that many hospitals are charnel 
houses. That is difficult to believe and 
were it so, many persons would be justified 
in rejecting medical services and in refus­ 
ing to go to hospitals. Surely, the medical 
profession will take steps, in its own inter­ 
est. to protect itself against such slander. 
I omit giving 
this particular .reader’s 
name because his letter, which comes 
trom San Francisco, is an unbelievable de­ 
fense of euthanasia. The writer apparently 
believes in murder, if in the opinion of the 
murderer it is done for a good purpose. 
.Mercy killing m ay be regarded as a good 
purpose by those who perpetrate it, but it 
is taking life just the same and that, with­ 
out due process. 
It leaves to the individual a judgment 
over another’s life which no 
individual 
should have. Even in our system of juris­ 
prudence, the jury system provides that 12 
persons should decide, and that by unani­ 
mous decision. Even the life of a murderer 
is sacred in our civilization and is taken by 
the state only with precautions and safe­ 
guards. 
Once murder becomes tolerable for any 
reason, it may become tolerable for all 
reasons. Already 
there 
are 
those who 
would sterilize the unfit: yet was Beetho­ 
ven’s father fit? Who is to decide fitness? 
Shall it be a psychologist like Professor 
George P. Murdock of Yale who apparent­ 
ly believes that chastity is foul and celiba­ 
cy degenerate? When man arrogates too 
much to his own judgments, the safe­ 
guards for the individual that rise from 
moral law wither and civilization dies. 
One reason I do not give 
my reader’s 
name is that obviously he is distraught 
over a case of cancer in his own family. 
That could happen to any of us. None of us 
is so wise or so restrained not to say, in a 
moment of distrei*, things that we would 
not even think about objectively. 
Yet, cancer in its early stages is curable 
and the various cancer societies have is­ 
sued abundant literature to inform the pub- 
i lie about the progress that has been made 
to meet this dread illness. Every year, new 
j and important advances are being made. 
It is only natural that the sufferer should 
not be so keen about what is being done 
generally, but should cry out for a surcease 
| to pain—his pain. -It is understandable that 
■ when a beloved one suffers, the family is 
grieved and is tortured mentally as well as 
physically. As sympathetic as one must be 
to suffering, it is impossible to give to indi- 
j viduals. associated with any profession, the 
right to murder at will, to kill according to 
j private judgment.

DIET AN D HEALTH 


Fluorine Cuts Decay in Teeth 


By HERMAN N. BUNDIST, M O. 
THERE la much evidence that 
children born and reared in areas 
where" fluorine la found in the 
drinking water have much leas 
tooth 
decay 
th a n children 
brought up in locations where 
this mineral la missing from the 
water. 
Since tooth decay is so preva­ 
lent, the possibility of preventing 
it by this method has been given 
much study. 
It has been shown definitely 
th at children living where drink­ 
ing water contains more than one 
part per million of fluorides have 
fewer decayed teeth than those in 
cities where the fluoride content 
of the water la low. 
Rate of Decay 
For example, the rate of decay 
in one community where the 
water had a sizable fluoride con­ 
tent was 246, as against 722 in a 
community where the water con­ 
tained no fluorides, or almost 
three times ss great. Thus it 
would seem helpful in the protec­ 
tion of the teeth to be assured of 
drinking water which contains 
about one part per million of 
fluorides. 
If too much fluoride is present, 
what is known as mottling of the 
teeth may occur. However, with 
one part per million of fluoride 
used, this mottling takes place 
only rarely. 
In order for the fluoride to be 


of any help, ii must be used early 
in infancy. 
Studies are going on at the 
present time on the addition of 
fluorides to the drinking water. 
This is being done in various com­ 
munities to determine whether 
or not it will reduce the amount 
of tooth decay. 
Drinking Waters 
Recently, a variety of such 
fluoride-containing drinking wa­ 
ters for infants has become avail­ 
able so that mothers interested 
may employ it tor their babies in 
those areas where the fluoride 
content of the available drinking 
water is not high enough to offer 
protection to the teeth. 
Just how the fluoride reduces 
the amount of tooth decay still is 
not known. It is likely, however, 
that it combines with the enamel 
on the surface of the teeth which 
makes the teeth less susceptible 
to acids produced by the action 
of the germs which are always 
present in the mouth. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. IL: I have a small swelling, 
the size of a pea, under my ear 
on the left side. It gets painful 
when I have a cold. What would 
cause this? 
Answer: It is probable that the 
condition is due to the enlarge­ 
ment of a lymph gland. It might 
also be due to a sebaceous cyst. 
Examination by the doctor will 
be necessary to tell the exact 
cause.

1—He was born In Topeka, 
Ran , Jan. 25. 1860, and began to 
practice law in Topeka ta 1881, 
where he w as made county attor­ 
ney. He was a member of the 
53rd to 60th United States Con­ 
gresses and elected senator in 
1907 to serve an unexpired term. 
Resigning his Senate teat in 60th 
Congress, in 1929 he was elected 
v i c e p r e s i d e n t of the United 
States. During his term as vice 
president a dispute arose be­ 
tween two prominent women as 
to which should take precedence 
over the other at official functions. 
He died on Feb. 8, 1936. What 
was his name? 
2—He was a famous boxer, 
born in Helsten, Cornwall, Eng­ 
land, June 4, 1862.

As Hiking Ohio 
I Insurance Costs 


CHICAGO. Feb. 14 — Youth­ 
ful bad driving adds $6,800,000 
annually to the cost of private 
automobile insurance in Ohio. 
At least, that is the contention 
of H. G. Kemper, president 
of 
Lumbermens 
Mutual 
Casualty 
Co. He said drivers under 25 
years of age have an accident 
rate at least 50 percent above 
average "which raises - private 
automobile insurance costs be­ 
tween ll and 15 percent.” He ex­ 
plained; 
“ Young drivers not only have 
more accidents than others, but 
their accidents are more serious. 
This tragically had record costs 
Ohio motorists alone, in terms of 
higher insurance premiums, sev­ 
eral time 
the expense of the 
state’s public school health ser­ 
vice. The $6,800,000 equals the 
salaries of about 2.000 Ohio high 
school teachers. 
“ Our youngsters are not wail­ 
fully destructive, but they are 
immature and they lack both ex­ 
perience and training. As a re­ 
sult, they are killed on highways 
with such tragic frequency that 
the word 
‘teenicide’ 
has been 
coined to describe 
such fatali­ 
ties.” 
Kempt r expressed the belief 
that young drivers can cut their 
accident rate in half. He pointed 
| out that the 
accident 
rate of 
graduates of high school driving 
courses has been reduced 50 per­ 
cent.
